Chair- | 
man Jarvis Leman recently | 
appointed a five member 
committee to study the mat- 
ter and submit a_ report. 
Their report will be presented 
at the meeting tonight. 

Trustees have issued a spe- 
cial invitation to parents 
whose children might be af- 
fected by the new plan, espe- 
cially those who haven’t been 
heard in previous meetings. 
The Trustees have been un- 
animous in their opinion that 
a decision couldn’t be made 
on the basis of the loudest 
noise, and that they wanted 
to do what was best for all 
the children of the district. 

Interest High 

Interest in renting class- 
rooms seems to center on the 
facilities of the Methodist 
Church, The News was in- 
formed, but all others have 
been investigated and will be 
reported upon. 

School officials also pointed 
out that many problems, such 
as transportation, additicnal 
teachers, supervision and 
playgrounds will likely arise 
in connection with this plan, 
and the officials want to hear 
all sides before taking action. 

Such a public airing, they 
said, would forestall any 
future criticism about the fi- 
nal plan selected by the 
Board. 

There is some relief in sight
